Men and women alike, says the Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Tribune, are sub- 
jected to this demoniacal punishment, 
which is accomplished by means of hot 
irons, the work being executed with 
an amount of savagery not even met 
with to-day among the fiercest can- 
nibal tribes. 

In the presence of his fellow crim- 
inals, who hnve the same horrible or- 
deal awaiting them, the shrinking vic- 
tim is dragged forward and pinioned 
securely by brutal keepers and held 
tightly whilst the manipulator of the 
burping iron proceeds to mark the de- 
grading brand upon his forehead.

Attention of County Judge Canslcr 
Colled to the Need. 



In the two down-town precincts 
of Hopkinsville last year, the regis- 
tered vote was more than 000 and 
as there were many votes not reg- 
istered it is sate to conclude that 
there are 1,000 voters who will 
have to vote at No. 1 and No. 4.

Woman Suffrage Amendment. 

The statemt-tit has been sent 
broadcast that the suffrage amend- 
ment in Oregon" was overwhelm- 
igly defeated. This was taken 
advantage of by the opposition and 
all the other defeats of Woman 
Suffrage propositions added to it, 
proof that Woman Suffrage was 
losing ground. 

While the returns from the vote 
on the Woman Suffrage amendment 
is ahead. The official returns are 
now in from nineteen counties, and 
their aggregate vote is. Yes, 12,- 
323; No, 11,278. Of the nineteen 
counties, only six failed to give a 
majority for the women. Of these 
one. Lake, was a tie; another, 
Yam Hill, went "No," by only one 
'ote, and a third, Umatilla. by three 
otes. Tbe bulk of the opposition 
s said to have been in Multnomah 
ounty, where the vote of the slums 
was cast solid against Woman 
Suffrage. There are fourteen 
ounties yet to hear trom. Oregon 
uffragists believe that all but 
three of these will give the amend- 
ment a majority. The report that 
it had been defeated by an over- 
whelming majority was without 
foundation. The vote was so close 
that it is even yet impossible to tell 
/hich way it has gone. 
Woman's Day at Chautauqua. 
The management of the Chautau- 
ua Assembly have set apart July 
4, as Woman's Day. The meet- 
ig will be under the auspices of 
the National Suffirage Association.
